TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 



May it please youe Gracious Majesty, 

1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, appointed 
under an Act passed in the 7th and 8th years of your Majesty’s reign, entitled “ An 
Act for the more effectual Application of Charitable Donations and Bequests in 
Ireland,” humbly beg leave to submit to your Majesty this our Twenty-ninth Annual 
Report. 

2. Since the date of our last Report 32 meetings have been summoned for the 
despatch of business; of these 30 were effective, and 2 only failed for want of the 
number required to form the necessary quorum. The number of ineffective meetings 
recorded in our last Report was four. Previous to the change of the law in 1871, by 
which the quorum was reduced from five to three, the average number of abortive 
meetings was one-third. This alteration has been attended with excellent results, as it 
has enabled us to transact a much larger amount of business. 

3. Since the date of our last Report, besides providing for the regular issue of the 
sums payable to the Charities under our control, we have, at our meetings made 247 
orders for the protection or regulation of Charities in the various cases brought 
before us. 

4. Though the questions submitted for our decision are frequently of a legal character, 
the portion of our Solicitor’s costs for the past year not otherwise recoverable, and which 
we have to call on the Treasury to discharge out of the Parliamentary Grant, amounts 
only to £22 19s. 9d. 

5. The discretion given us by the Act of 1871 to exempt executors from the obligation 
of publishing Charitable Bequests, when the amounts are small, continues to prove 
beneficial, inasmuch as we have invariably annexed as a condition to exemption that 
receipts should be produced, showing payment of the full amounts to the parties 
competent to give legal discharges. In this way we have since the date of our last 
Report secured the payment of £749 in fifty-one cases. Experience had uniformly 
shown that bequests so small in amount had been, from the very fact of being 
small, those most frequently neglected or withheld. Since the passing of the Acts 
requiring publication by executors, nearly 2,000 advertisements have been forwarded ; 
and these have been duly registered, and now form a useful record of Charitable 
Bequests, accessible for searches or information. 

6. Under the will of the Right Honorable Lord Blayney a sum of £15,000. was 
bequeathed to us for the maintenance of an Asylum about being founded and endowed 
by his bounty. By the will of Mr. Michael Bernard Mullins a Convalescent: Hospital, 
bearing the name of the testator, is to be established near the city of Dublin, and the 
will; directs that the institution shall be subject in all respects to our approval, control, 
and directions to the fullest extent of our legal powers. The time has not as yet arrived 
for. pur accepting the guardianship of the first named fund ; and owing to proceedings 
originated by the trustees for the sale of an estate in the Landed Estates Court, the 
Institution secondly referred to has not as yet been commenced. The latter, endowment, 
■when fully realized, is expected to be nearly £30,000.

S Mand ed InCe “of to power* wl thought right to institute proceedings 
in the Court of Chancery to administer a Charity Fund bequeathed by the late Eail of 
Cork and these have been brought to a successful termination. By order of the 
Court a sum of £884 17s. 8 A has been transferred to us, and we have appointed a 
gentleman of local influence and position to administer the Charity. W e have also been 
fbhged to institute proceedings V the purpose ot securing the admimstration of „a 
fund amounting to upwards of £6,000, left by the late Mr. Patrick Bennett of Kells 
for charitable purposes, and wbich had for several years remained unapplied. A decree 
has been made directing the trustees to frame a scheme. 



9 . A return having been moved for in the House of Commons for certain particulars 
in reference to a property, amounting to nearly £800 a year, devised by the late Mr. 
Thomas Charlton, Sf the county of Meath, for the purpose of providing marriage portions 
for the sons and daughters of labourers in that and several adjoining counties, the 
case was brought under the notice of your Majesty’s Attorney and faolicitor-Generat tor 
Ireland and acting upon their advice the Irish Government forwarded the case tor our 
consideration. On making inquiries we ascertained that for many years the charity 
nronerty had been administered by the Court of Chancery, but that by reason, of the 
peculiarity of certain conditions laid down in the will of • the testator, and the difficulty 
of finding- persons to comply with them, that administration had become almost imprac- 
ticable and as a consequence the annual rents had accumulated to upwards of £5,000. 
We have instituted proceedings for the purpose of having a scheme framed under the 
direction of the Court, and we hope that before long the charity will be brought into 
active and useful operation. 



10. A sum of about £500 left by the late Mrs. Mary Anne O’Malley for the benefit of 
poor 'fishermen in a certain portion of the Island of Arran was transferred to us by the 
administratrix of her will. In order to make the administration of this fund as useful 
as possible to the poor fishermen, we availed ourselves of the local knowledge and 
experience of one of the Inspectors of Irish Fisheries, of the Commander of the Coast- 
guard, and of the Parish Priest of Arran. These gentlemen consented to act under us 
as administrators of the fund, and they appear to have shown much care and discrimina- 
tion in its distribution. 



11. In the month of January last, the Committee appointed by your Majesty’s 
Government to inquire into the working of the various Civil Service Departments in 
Ireland visited our office and suggested certain changes in the working details, calculated 
to economise the mechanical labour of the very limited official staff at our disposal. Of 
several of those suggestions we have gladly availed ourselves. The Committee further 
recommended alterations in the mode of making remittances of money, and generally in 
our present financial arrangements. These recommendations we have taken into con- 
sideration and though we have found that our present financial system has, on the 
whole, worked satisfactorily, we hope, by the close of the present year, to introduce some 
modifications which will conduce to greater simplicity and security. 
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12. In conformity with the recommendation of the same Departmental Committee, we 
have directed the detailed accounts of the several charities under our administration to 
be printed in such a form as will materially diminish the labour expended in the pre- 
paration of the copy which we annually lodge with the Master in Chancery for examina- 
tion and audit, and will also make the audit itself more rapid and correct ; but as tho 
printing and correction has occupied more time than was anticipated, and is still only 
in progress, we have not as yet been able to complete them for the present year. 

13. The total amount of the trust funds which were under our care and control in 
cash, and vested in Government and other securities on the 31st December last, as well 
as the annual amount of rents and annuities under our guadianship, is set forth in the 
second Schedule. 

14. We have not thought it necessary this year to append as a Schedule to this 
Report a detailed list of the names, amounts, and objects of each charity; both because 
the variations from the Schedules in our Report printed last year are not very 
material, and because the accounts above referred to when printed will make all infor- 
mation in these details sufficiently accessible.
